to part with it , offering to lay down'a 


treble value ; but they cenſucing it impious, 


to wake Mecchandize of what belonged to 
the publick, denyed. his importune requeſt, 
whereypon he increaſed in fondneſs, and 
beſtowed a Golden Crown upon it, Cloath- 
ing it.alio with rich and. coltly: Apparel , 
adured, and oft proſirated himſelf before 
it, which the Senat judging indecent, forbad 
him making any more. addrefles to their 
Statue.. The young Athemarx finding him- 
ſelf deprived of his. joy and delight; fell into 
a Conſumption, and before that could limit 
the conrſe of his life, he cut his own throat. 
This paſſon was not ſo ridiculous , but it 
was exceeded by the King Xerxes , whom 
many Authours afhrm to-have been ſtrangely 
inamoured upon an Oak, which he would _ 
oft hug and kiſs, as if it had been ſome pret- 
ty Woman. Many more modern inſtances 
we 
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we could produce to i{luftrate the force of 
this ſort of paſſion upon bodies, which we 
refer to another place.
